The exchange of gold for all forms 
of money tanned or coined by tlio 
government, on demand, authorized 
by act of Congress approved March 
14, 1!)UC, removes every suggestion of 
public distrust or doubt. The system 
has one recognized weakness, how- 
ever, it Is nonelastlc." 


Leslie M. Shaw. Secretary of tlio 


Treasury, sent to Congress his annual 
report, from which the -foregoing Is 
a quotation.

Need of Elasticity. 


Relative to making the currency 


wore elastic, a problem the hankers 
of -the nation have been studylnjT'for 
years, the secretary declares tlio fuel 
that national' banks possess tho power 
to Increase -circulation -at will la • an 
Insufficient corrective. 
Ho nays: 


"Banks are not likely to use their 


last $100,000 reserve In the purchase 
of government bonds nts a basis for 
an equal amount of currency, 
not 


available for reserve, but which In- 
creases to that extent their liabili- 
ties. 
On,the contrary, banks some- 


times retire their 
circulation and 


sell their bondH for tho purpose of 
replenishing and reducing liabilities. 
During tKo summer mouths. of the 
currenit-.yjsy;.lmntt reserves Increase-.!, 
und Interest -'rates were- correspond- 
ingly low, but this very plethora of 
raonoy resulted In an Increase of na- 
tional* bank' circulation. . When re- 
serve money Is plenty. Interest rates 
low, and tho price' of "bonds normal, 
it If profitable for'national banks to 
maintain circulation." 


The secretary declares that, so far 


as nonelastlclty is concerned, he is 
nnablo to Improve upon his sugges- 
tion a year ago. which was for rome- 
dial legislation 60 carefully worked 
out that it would In no wise "weaken 
that which lb notv stable," and Inject 
no element "thalVlll cause distrust or 
doubt." 


Growth of Trust Companies. 


Of especial Interest to large cities 


arc his suggestions about trust com- 
panies. He says that recently trust 
companies, have grown much faster 
than national banks, < recalling that 
"In Chicago thp number of mist com- 
p.iiiles hag Increased In ten years from 
bight to twelve, while tho number of 
national banks has decreased 
from 


twenty-one to twelve." He says: 


"The 
capitalization of trust com- 


panies In Chicago In the samo period 
has Increased from J 1.01)0,000 to $20.- 
OOU.dOO. or 400 per cent, as against 
an Increase of 2,r. per cent In the cap- 
italization of national banks. Depos- 
its In. these trust companies have In- 
creased from IIC.OOO.COU to $2.ii).ooo.- 
000 Jn ten r«?irc. und In national banks; 


iVom J130.noo.flOO to SJSO.OOO.OOO, or 
nn aggregate Increase of J'Jlfi.OOO.OOO 
in trust companies, us against Jliio,- 
000,000 In national banks, anil an In- 
crease of 1.400 per'cent In trust com- 
ticnles as against lid per cent in na- 
tional banks. 


, Element of Danger. 


"It Is nftinlfoHt from tho foregoing 


data that these Institutions In our 
great cities, helpful as they have- been 
to American development .and com- 
merce, unless conservatively managed, 
may become an element of danger to 
our financial system. 
They are al- 


ready national In character, and sev- 
eral of them,are of international In- 
fluence. 


"I suggest the propriety, therefore, 


9f a law giving trust 'companies of 
largo capitalization In largo cities the 
privilege of Incorporating under fed- 
eral law, with corresponding super- 
vlalnti. 
If such right were extended, 


tho, more conservative would probably 
avail themselves thereof, jind this 
would compel others to cultivate con- 
servatism."

not be necessary to extend to h-.ich 
trust companies f.ie distinctive pro 
roputlves "of li.itlouc' banks, beyond 
the capacity of being designated finan- 
cial agents of fthe government, "there-

ending June 20. 1304, were $t!84,214,-

deficit of J-J1.770.572. Tho sum of $50,- 
000,000 was paid for tho right-of-way 
of tho Panama canal. Compared with 
1903. -the receipts for 1904 decreased 
$10.4 06,7-14, and there wno an Increase 
»f $8S,G61,495 In expenditures.

Speaking of the boycott, Mr. McCor- 


mlck says: "It Is gradually losing Its 
offertlvoncas, owing to the fact that 
sentiment

crystallized 


against It."

He says tha\ public opinion never 


approved of It as a method of war- 
fare and that It is gradually passing 
Into welcome decadence. 


"Hlnckllstlng. on tho other hand, 


ceems to be growing In favor In sonic- 
Industries," 
the 
report 
continues. 


"The railroads themselves, which orig- 
inated tho present form of blacklist- 
ing, have largely given It up. bat 
other employers have begun to use It 
•as a weapon of industrial warfare." 


Concluding. Mr. MrCormlrk says: 


"While tho effectiveness of the method 
has not been wholly harmful to labor, 
tho animus It has exdted has boon 
disconcerting to those who are striv- 
ing for better relations between In- 
dustrial force."

Will Not Allow, Errors on Part of Criminal Trial Judges
